The officers and the govern¬ 
ment remain far apart on sev¬ 
eral key issues including pay, 
overtime work and work on 
statutory holidays, in the dis¬ 
pute over their first contract. 

Talks broke off between the 


ferry officers and the govern¬ 
ment’s Public Service Com¬ 
mission more than two weeks 
ago. No meetings between the 
two parties have been held 
since. 

Results of the strike vole 
were released Thursday fol¬ 
lowing a meeting of the ferry 
officers’ executive id Sidney. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan said he would have 
to give the matter some con¬ 
sideration and talk it over 
with the B.C. Ferries manage¬ 


ment “That’s all I can do re¬ 
ally.” 

Asked if he had any contin¬ 
gency plans for operating the 
ferries without the officers, 
StrachanHaid it is impossible 
to keep the ferries going with¬ 
out them. 

The officers form one of 13 
components of the 27,000- 
member B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union. 

The last strike of B.C. Fer¬ 
ries’ employees, in August 
1973. involved 2.000 unlicensed 
ferry workers.

country’s high rate of heart 
disease. 

Specifically, Norum said 
Norwegians should reduce 
consumption of ^margarine 
and animal products to about

Goldberg refuses 
Rocky’s apology 


'Fish or cut bait ’ 
—Ford on Rocky 


E.S. Senate. rules committee, in Wash¬ 
ington Thursday. 


WASHINGTON <UP1» 
Former ITS. Supreme'Court 
justice Arthur Goldberg lol l 
senators Thursday he could 
not accept Nelson Rocke¬ 
feller’s apology' for his role in 
publishing a “libellous” and 
“‘pornographic” bool^ about 
him. 

But Goldberg, appearing be¬ 
fore a televised hearing of the 
U.S. Senate rules committee, 
refused to say whether he 
considered the affair so 
serious as to justify rejection 
of Rockefeller's nomination to 
become vice-president. 

'Using a judicial term, the 
white-haired former justice 
said he \^s “a party in¬ 
volved” in the issue, so he 
would disqualify himself from 
offering an opinion. 

Rockefeller lold the com¬ 
mittee Wednesday he was em¬ 
barrassed arvi humiliated by 
his role in having the book 
published with SKO.OOO financ- 
i n g from his brother 
Laurance. He also admitted 
having issued a false state¬ 
ment denying any role in the 
matter when the issue arose 
last month. 

The hook, by conservative 
author Victor Lasky. was pub¬ 
lished during the* 1970 cam¬ 
paign between Rockefeller 
and Goldberg for the New 
York governorship. ^ 

Goldberg told the commit¬ 
tee hfe considered the hook 
"pornographic in the common

dictionary sense that it is 
dirty business.” 

He said he felt It w'fcs libel¬ 
lous under the supreme 
court’s tough definition that a 
publication must be not only 
false and - defamatory but 
issued with actual inteni of 
malice in order to libel a pub¬ 
lic figure. 

“Then you have a lawsuil, 
don’t you?*’ said Senator Rob¬ 
ert Griffin, assistant senate 
Republican leader. 

No, smiled Goldberg. He 
said he dissented from that 
supreme court decision and 
wrote an opinion arguing it js 
virtually impossible to lil>el a 
public figure. 

Since “I am a man of con¬ 
viction.” he said, now- hp 
could not sue Lasky under the 
court’s less rigid definition. 

Nonetheless, he said, he 
could not accept Rockefeller’s 
telephoned apology because 
he hid from hijn—even while 
apologizing—his own role in 
the hook’s publication. 

Goldberg conceded the hook 
had. little impact in the cam¬ 
paign. And he said all public 


figures ‘‘riuist takp our 
lumps.” 

Spnate GOP lpadrr Hugh 
Scott called thp hook a "dud”, 
and said, “they’ve said worse 
about me lhan they have 
about you^ Arthur.” 

Lasky. smoking a long 
cigar, listened to the day’s 
testimony. He was to testify 
today. 

Meantime, members of the 
house judiciary committee 
w'hose hearing into the nomin¬ 
ation start Nov. 21, received a 
briefing/m the 2,306-page FBI 
report on its investigation of 
Rockefeller.

believe the time has come for 
them to fish or cut bait in this 
matter.” 

He said house speaker Carl 
Albert and senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield have 
assured him "they will make 
every effort to bring the no¬ 
mination to a floor vote” be¬ 
fore the Jame duck c.onferess 
ends in December. 

"I am as convinced a* ever 
that Governor Rockefeller *1s 
the right man for the .job and 
1 am anxious to have him as 
a working partner in the gov¬ 
ernment,” Ford said. 

"There should be a specific 
deadline both for the pres¬ 
ident in nominate and 
congress to confirm a vice 
president,” Ford said. 

Under the Ford plan, if 
congress does not approve one 
nominee by deadline time, it 
must automatically begin con¬ 
firmation hearings on another 
nominee.

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A terrorist’s terms 


rT IS VERY LIKELY THAT historians of the fu- 
1 ture will establish Oct. 25,1971, as the beginning 
of the end of the United Nations. That was the day 
the General Assembly by a vote of 76 to 35, with 17 
unwilling to declare themselves, expelled the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Republic of China (the National¬ 
ists’ seat on the island of Taiwan) and admitted in 
their place the delegates from The People’s Repub¬ 
lic of China (the massive communist state on 
Asia’s mainland). 

This was the first occasion that the govern¬ 
ments of the so-called Third World — for the most 
part the successors of colonial administrations — 
demonstrated their capability to dominate the 
United Nations. 

They did it again on Wednesday. By a vote of 
91 to 22, and over the protests of Britain, France 
and the United States, the Assembly voted to dis¬ 
miss the South African representatives for the 
period of the current session. 

The action of the Assembly majority was a 
manifestation of the very racial discrimination it 
decried. And this in spite of the seventh principle of 
the charter of the international body which says 
“the organization is not to intervene in matters es¬ 
sentially within the domestic jurisdiction of any 
state.” ^ 

But possibly most damaging to the United Na¬ 
tions’ continuing credibility as an unprejudiced ar¬ 
biter of international causes was the reception ac¬ 
corded Yasser Arafat as spokesman for the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization on Wednesday. 


The Palestinians were entitled to a hearing 
before the United Nations. They hkd every right to 
select their own emissary. It is unfortunate that 
the leader of a movement dedicated to the destruc¬ 
tion of Zionism, using murder and terror as in¬ 
struments of persuasion, and defiant of interna¬ 
tional law and order, should have been the chosen 
advocate. But it is insufferable that Yasser Arafat 
should have been received as a head of state by the 
Assembly, given the same diplomatic recognition 
as an authenticated ambassador. 

It is significant that he should come to his ap¬ 
pointment with a pistol on his hip. 

It is disquieting that, in effect, he held it to the 
heads of the collective Assembly when he said: “I 
have come bearing an olive branch and a freedom 
fighter’s gun. Do not let the olive branch fall from 
my hand.” 

It is a statement readily interpretable. Unless 
he and his Palestinian adherents have their way he 
will continue the terror tactics against Israel and 
Israel’s supporters in an attempt to force capitula¬ 
tion. 

The further polarization of racial and ideologi¬ 
cal elements in the organization is a predictable 
consequence of the episode in the Assembly. The 
disintegration of the United Nations could result. 

But there are ominous prospects of even more 
calamitous consequences for a civilization that can¬ 
not submit to rule by terror if it hopes to survive. 
And terrorism is the threatened alternative to ac¬ 
ceptance of the Palestinians’ terms. 


Making them safer 


tT STANDS TO REASON the bigger and heavier 

the car the more protection for its occupants. 
But if reason isn’t enough, a recent study in the 
United States found that the fatality and serious 
injury rate for drivers of cars weighing under 2,250 
pounds was more than twice as great as that for 
drivers pf standard-sized and heavy models. 

Safety officials are having long thoughts on the 
subject with small car sales surging ahead on di¬ 
minishing oil supplies. Between 1970 and 1973 
small car sales increased from 25 to 42 per cent of 
the total. This year the compacts and sub-compacts 
have accounted for more than 50 per cent of all 
sales. And by 1980 the prediction is for a 70 or 80 
per cent share of the market for the small opes. 

Not only that, but they are going to be smaller 
— much smaller in all likelihood, says Dr. E. P. 
Cockshutt, head of the mechanical engineering di¬ 
vision’s engine laboratory of Canada’s National 
Research Council. He is^udted in a report out of 
Ottawa the other day as saying the 1980 models 
will have to be 400 to 500 pounds lighter than the 
present compacts.# car manufacturers are going to 
meet government goals for improved gasoline mile¬ 
age. 


Last month government officials in the U.S. 
said they wanted the auto industry to turn out cars 
that would average at least 20 miles to the gallon 
(25 for Canada’s imperial measure). The Canadian 
government has not announced any similar goals, 
but there is little doubt we’ll follow suit. Two-thirds 
of the cars Canadians drive are built in the United 
States. 

Dr. Cockshutt spoke of the possibility of “im¬ 
proved safety technology” compensating for the 
hazards of accidents in light-weight cars, and per¬ 
haps something new will be developed. The car 
makers no longer sell “nothing but dreams of 
speed, sex, luxury and horsepower,” which they 
were accused of doing by writer John Keats in his 
1958 book, The Insolent Chariots. Safety has be¬ 
come a major conc^n because of public demand 
stirred vigorously by consumer watchdogs like 
Ralph Nader. , 

It is unlikely there will be any sidetracking of 
the question by arguments that with small cars 
eventually outnumbering large models by four to 
one or more the dangers will be lessened. The im¬ 
pact of a small car hitting one of its own size might 
not be as great as it would be if a large car was in¬ 
volved. But the small cars are killers just the same.

Health auth¬ 
orities discovered the spring 
water used in preparing the 
potato salad was "lethal, to 
put it mildly," as one physi¬ 
cian here remarks. 

Despite a “chain of circum¬ 
stantial evidence" pointing to 
the factory’s bacillus-laden 
water, its output was allowed 
to continue until late Oetnbpr 
and it was only stopped volun¬ 
tarily. 

In West Berlin a Hungarian- 
born man who recently came 
d wn with the disease while 
in the Rhinpland said he ate 
potato salad for the first time 
in his life from a street stand. 

"I * ju»st don’t like potato 
salad," he said from his hos¬ 
pital bed. He had wanted to 
buy potato chips but only had 
80 pfennigs on him. exactly 
enough to buy the salad.

The Safeway spokesman 
•aid B.C. clerks earn $5.96 per 
hour against $4.66 in Ottawa. 
Reckoning on a 40-hour week 
this means $238 here, Ottawa 
$186.40, a difference of $51.60 
per week more than Ottawa. 

Seeing that each clerk’s tak¬ 
ings amount to thousands of 
dollars per week, the extra 
cost in wages would not 
amount to more than say 
about a quarter of a cent per 
dollar extra in their costs. 

Incidentally, I seem to rec¬ 
ollect seeing a little while ago 
in your published comj>any re- 
<A/ports that poor old struggling 
Safeway only managed^ to 
make last year $4 rhillion 
•extra profit over .the previous 
year of about $10 million. 

Another thing that has 
always puzzled me is that 
some Canadian products, such 
as canned salmon, can be 
purchased in the U.K. at 
about half the B.C. prices de¬ 
spite all the extra shipping 
■Marges, etc. involved in ex¬ 
porting. 

Why do we not have any Co- 
Operative stores in B.C. This 
type of store owned by shop-^

Sweden’s Prime Minister 
Olof Palme restlessly puffed 
away on yet another ciga¬ 
rette, intently but happily de- 
scribing his paradoxical 
country. 

"It seems difficult for other 
peoples to understand us 
sometimes,” he observed. 
"We are a socialist country, 
ibut we are not particularly 
concerned about nationalizing 
industry as the socialists in 
Great Britain are trying to 
do. 

"We have a state religion 
(Lutheran) but few people go 
to church (about seven per 
cent, mostly older people). 
And we have a monarchy, but 
the king is absolutely without 
power.” 

★ ★ * 

Palme said that Swedes 
"are not confused; though 
others may be and despite the 
seeming paradoxes, the con¬ 
tradictions don’t bother us 
here in Sweden where our 
standard of living is higher 
than in any other country.” 

More than 94 per cent of 
Sweden’s industry is in pri¬ 
vate hands, about four per 
cent is run by the govern¬ 
ment, and two per cent by 
consumer cooperatives. 

About 90 per cent of the 
eligible voters take part in

Sweden’s elections, and there 
are three major political par¬ 
ties. Palme says this alone 
should b^ an answer to the 
charge that Sweden has be¬ 
come a totalitarian country. 

★ ★ ★ 

Only Sweden and West Ger¬ 
many did not suffer a trade 
deficit in the last quarter as a 
result of the oil price hikes, 
although Sweden’s inflation 
rate is now about nine per 
cent a year. 

But Palme said w'ages are 
running about five per cent 


more than prices, and com¬ 
pany profits are relatively 
high. 

Taxes, too, are high — 
about 40 per cent for the 
average worker. But Palme 
said the money is well-spent, 
going for everything from ex¬ 
tensive medical care to pen¬ 
sions that allow workers to re¬ 
tire with 60 per cent of the 
money they earn in the 15 
years before retirement. 

★ ★ ★ 

Palme said Sweden’s ac¬ 
complishments are "partially 
the result of a tremendous 
amount of luck "We have had 
peace for 160 years, good nat¬ 
ural success, reasonable cli¬ 
matic conditions, and a rather 
homogeneous population.” 

But, he added,, "It would 
push humbleness too far to 
say it was sheer luck alone. 
We are a hard-working peo¬ 
ple, “unafraid of new ideas, 
and we are not wedded to any 
rigid ideological concepts.” 

Palme, 47, an intellectual, is 
comfortable calling himself a 
socialist even though he is not 
trying to nationalize private 
enterprise. 

"By the early 1930s toe rea¬ 
lized that economic planning 
could be equal to national¬ 
ization as a method of making 
our society more egalitarian, 
and now everybody wants 
such planning, even the arch 
conservatives,” The Prime 
Minister said.

This, Lauk 
said, eliminated 90 per cent of 
R.C.’s export activities from 
the benefits of such federal 
aid. 

However, a letter from felTx* 
president Hugh Aitken, of Ot¬ 
tawa to Lauk that arrived 
here this week has disclosed 
. that one day after the Vic¬ 
toria discussions a meeting of 
the EDC hoard of directors 
changed Ihe rules and the 51 
million minimum no longer 
applies. « 

The letter to Lauk reads, in 
part: ^ 

“I refer to the discussions 
we had over lunch at the 
Empress Hotel on October 15, 
1974 during which you com¬ 
mented on the 51 million mini¬ 
mum we usually require be¬ 
fore agreeing to provide long 
term financing. 

"Partly as a result of that 
discussion it was agreed at 


our Board of Directors meet¬ 
ing the following day in Van¬ 
couver that EDC would no 
longer require a minimum of 
51 million in order to provide 
long term financing for ex¬ 
ports of Canadian capital * 
equipment required for major 
projects abroad, instead we 
will welcome all applications 
for financing no piatter what 
the size; we will continue, of 
course, to be guided by our 
criteria with regard to Cana¬ 
dian content, creditworthiness 
of the buyer, viability of the 
project, etc. 

“. . . I hope you will find 
This further evidence of our 
desire to help, to the max¬ 
imum extent possible, the 
small businessman. As you 
are aware, in the exports 
credits insurance field more 
than 50 per cent of all the ex¬ 
porters we insure sell less 
than $250,000 per annum 
abroad. In the case of long 


term , financing, the apill-out 
involved when EDC puts up 
about $10 million foi the ex-, 
port of capital equipment for 
a.j" project abroad spreads 
from coast to coast and can 
involve individual orders a* 
low as $500.” 

The contents of the letter 
were received with enthusi¬ 
asm Thursday in the provin¬ 
cial Department of Economic 
Development. Minister lauk 
said: 

“I see this change of policy 
hy the EDC as a positive step 
towards a more equitable dis¬ 
bursement of federal funds. 
We hope they don’t stop here 
hut pursue their interests in 
B.C. with zest.

this year. 

The survey was released 
Thursday by the federal in¬ 
dustry department. The com¬ 
panies it contacted account 
for about 60 per cent of 
domestic non-agricultural 
business capital investment. 

Several companies indicat¬ 
ed they may revise their 
investment intentions upward 
even further, depending upon 
the proposals in the* federal 
budget to be introduced Mon¬ 
day. 

The largest increase in cap¬ 
ital spending will he hy oil 
and gas companies. They plan 
lo raise their spending on new 
machinery and equipment hy 
13 per cent to $2.09 billion 
from $1.46 billion in 1974. 

Over all, however, electric 
utilities will spend the most 
on new productive equipment. 
They intend to invest 53.5 bil¬ 
lion on new machinery in 
1975, a 34-per-cent increase 
from the 52.61 billion spent 
i this year. 


Manufacturing companies 
will boost their spending on 
plant and equipment by 38.6 
per cent to $3.47 billion next 
year from $2.5 billion. 

Transportation and com¬ 
munications companies, a cat¬ 
egory that includes oil and 
gas pipelines and storage op¬ 
erators, plan a 17-per-cent 
rise in spending to 53.06 bil¬ 
lion from $2.61 bdlldon. 

Mining companies also plgn 
a 17-per-cent increase in their 
1975 capital spending to $529 
million from 5452 million this 
year. 

The survey notes that many 
projects planned in mining, 
manufacturing, and in oil and 
gas pipelines and oil refining 
that were only proposed dur¬ 
ing 1974 are not included in its 
results 

Only final spending plans 
are covered in the survey, 
which draws mainly on bud¬ 
gets already drawn up by the 
corporations f o r capital 
spending. 

Some spending plans were 
adversely affected by labor 
and material shortages, and 
by uncertainty about pending 
federal and provincial legisla¬ 


tion. hul strong nTedium-term 
expectations for economic 
growth offset these negative 
factors. 

^Tentatively, the survey in¬ 
dicates that the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces and Ontario will, receive 
proportionally more spending 
on new capital projects in 
1975 than other regions, where 
the rate of spending increase 
will still be approximately 30 
per cent. 

Projecting ite findings fur¬ 
ther to the period from 1976 to 
1979, the survey continues to 
forecast a strong spending 
outlook. Surveyed corpora¬ 
tions plan to spend an 
average $75.5 million each 
year during the period, com¬ 
pared with the $50.4 million 
each spent in 1974, depart¬ 
ment says.

Multiplying the rate of oil 
driUing in United States off¬ 
shore lands ‘‘is the keystone 
to meeting the nation’s energy

Little league baseball, always « favorite target hut not 
always as vulnerable as read.v-to-pounce critics seem to feel, 
is getting expected lumps over its decision to limit its so- 
called world series to teams from the United Slates. It has 
been charged that the U.S.. winner only once in the last eight 
years, has been prompted by that record to take its hall and 
go home. But there is far more to it than that, and the frac¬ 
tion to the decision should be more applauded than criticized. 

There should never have been a Little League world com- 
petitibn in the first place. It is far too pretentious a thing for 
12-year-old boys, and it is in this area that the most-valid Lit¬ 
tle League criticism can be offered. 

That the world aeries was a mistake has been proven by 
the action of banning all but the U.S. teams. It did indeed 
become too big, and while there are doubtless those who 
wanted the change because of the dominance of teams from 
the Orient, the over-riding reason for the action of directors 
voting 13-1 for the change was that things had gotten out of 
hand. It was either make the change or give up the basic con¬ 
cept of Little League baseball. 

It could wejl be true that no change would have been 
made if other countries had not become dominant; but then 
there probably wouldn’t have been any’ of the abuses which 
forced the change. It’s not that Far East {cams Japan in 
1967 and 1968. and Taiwan in 1969. 1971. 1972; 1973 and 1974 
have won sev en of the last eight world series. It** that chang¬ 
ing world conditions, and thinking, have broughi Little 
League baseball into international politics ILs something to 
he deplored ai any level of sports competition, and it's 
thoroughly unacceptable when it involves pre-teen hoys. 

While Little League baseball, fully aware of the touchy 
International scene, was careful to say that no dishonest in 
lent was apparent, it was not at all difficult to find the reason 
in the official statement “The directors believe that 
because of its phenomenal growth throughout the world, v ari¬ 
ations of the Little League format have crept in. creating 
imbalance at the tournament level and creating nationalistic 
Olympic-stvle ambitions.” 

Translated, that means there is the belief that' in s une 
countries the winning of the Little league world ’series 
became a national goal and Was profnofed and .subsidized hy 
governments in search of international status. 

No names were mentioned, but it has to be obvious that 
teams as superior as those'’which have been representing Tai¬ 
wan in recent years don’t just happen. The 1973 winner 
produced three no - hitlers, one of them a perfect game, in 
outscoring its opponents by 37-0. and it wasn’t a sign that the 
gap was closing when this year’s team from Taiwan got only 
one no-hitter and had only a 39-1 run-scoring margin in the 
three games needed to win. 

And there is more to the superiority t than shown in the 
statistics. Taiwan’s champions played with a poise and pro¬ 
fessionalism which could only come from lengthy and assidu¬ 
ous preparation. They are. literally, heroes in their home¬ 
land. and ontf doesn’t have to he an old fogey to believe there 
is something wrong when 12-year-olds command the kind of 
national status Brazilians give to Pele. or Canadians give to 
Bobby Orr. 4 - 

Taiwan is not the only country which has hern actively 
seeking international Little league status. The same thing 
has been happening in .Japan and South Korea, and. as 
results in Williamsport have so conclusively shown, the Little 
League world series has since 1967 really been decided in Hip 
F ar E^ast playoff. It is unthinkable that the IT S., or Canada, 
should go the same way in an effort to meet the C ompetition, 
and it doesn't makp any sense to cam on and let :a youth 
sports program bp used for international exposure Calling 
|1 off was the right move. 

★ ★ ★ 

Now that it has been called off. perhaps the Little League 
people Will get hack completely to the basic concept The 
ideal of a summer of fun and play for children under dedicat¬ 
ed volunteer supervision” -by cutting back on the emphasis 
to w in which has been building up in keeping with new stan¬ 
dards which automatically assure out-of-proportion status to 
winners. ; ^ 

There is much that is good in Little league, but all that 
is bad about it is not confined to nations seeking to use the 
program to further themselves, internationally. In many 
areas on this continent the urge to produce a winner often 
over-rides that basic Little League concept. Just as bad. there 
is the attention showered on the winners by parents and other 
relative*, and managers, coaches and other adults who 
should know better than to make young lions out of young 
boys. And we are by no means free of politics, either. It has 
been reported that the provincial government ia going to give 
a dinner for the Esquimau team which won the Canadian 
championship this year—just as was done for the Whalley 
team which won in 1373. 

Now, all of us in this area are proud, and pleased, at 
having a champion, but sure!? this kind of recognition is a bit 
lunch for 12-year-olds. One .has to he indeed naive to think 
that it hasn’t something to do with how grateful constituents 
might react Hip next time they get the chance to mark that 
\. It's one nf the reasons we are reluctant to givp the ' 
garnet si hack to the kid« and make a proper evaluation of 
whatever results. .

The census found 9.488 nests 
containing 14.321 eggs and 
6.410 young. That means there 
are ahout 19.000 adult seagulls 
arouni the straits of Georgia' 
and Jurtan de Fuca. 

Campbell, assistant to the 
curator of birds and mam¬ 
mals at the Provincial Muse- 
ui»f. said the increase is part¬ 
ly a result of a readily avail¬ 
able food supply in the form 
of garbage and fish offal and , 
a greater degree of protec¬ 
tion for the birds. 

Ideally, glaucous-winged 
gulls need a breeding site 
which gives them proximity 
to water, a dry' nest founda¬ 
tion, an unimpeded view in all 
directions, absence of trees 
and isolation by water from 
such‘land predators as rats 
arid mink, he said. 

But for the first time, colo¬ 
nies have been set up on the 
mainland. t 

"It goes to show' the pres¬ 
sure on the expanding popula¬ 
tion.” Campbell said. 

Man should lie alert to these 
changes ip bird behavior be¬ 
cause wildlife acts as an envt- 
mnmental barometer, he cau¬ 
tioned. 

The expanding gull popula 
tion is putting pressure on 
their food supply and reduc¬ 
ing the size of their territories 
and this probably is the rea¬ 
son for lheir increased irri¬ 
tability and aggressiveness, 
Campbell explained.

The BC government has 
heen urged to mik£ further 
changes to the Landlord and 
.Tenant Act allowing tenants 
in hargain with landlords for 
refit and living conditions. 

Bruce Yorke, president of 
i lie B.C. Tenants Organiza¬ 
tion. presented a policy state¬ 
ment Thursday to government 
members listing amendments 
his organization wants to rent 
control legislation. 

The changes include: 

• The setting up of a'B.C’. 
rental housing authority to 
hold public hearings on rent 
and to set all rents on pew 
premises built in the prov¬ 
ince. 

• Establishing the right to 
tenants to form associations 
and councils to bargain with 
landlords over rent and condi¬ 
tions and to ai<J in law en¬ 
forcement. 

• Deletion of the 12-per¬ 
cent renovation costs the new 
legislation would allow land¬ 
lords to charge in addition to 
normal rent increases.

Since Oct. 1 RCMP 
mernjjers' have been getting 
overtime at the rale of time 
and a half. 

Chief Superintendent Roy 
•lohnson said in Victoria he 
estimated the Vancouver drug 
squad of 69 men worked about 
2,000 hours of overtime during 
October. 

Because of differences in 
rank not all members will 
earn the same for each hour 
of overtime, but he estimated 
the average wage for each 
overtime hour to hrahout $10. 

Constables earn between 
$7.76 and $10.17 for each hour 
of overtime while corporals 
gel $11. 

Johnson said the overtime 
hill "is something that is 
causing us some concern." 

He said the overtime factor 
was taken into account when 
extra men were requested for 


ihe Vancouver drug squad h»u^ 
the main reason for the in¬ 
crease. is the rise in drug 
crimes. 

Allmand announced the in¬ 
crease, to take effect April 1, 
in the House of Commons 
Tuesday.

Real¬ 
ly nothing has been done for a 
century in terms of new con¬ 
cepts for local jails.” 

Carlson's “newt concept" is 
expressed in internal plan¬ 
ning, he said.

"1 have felt a kind of affec¬ 
tion for these people . . . 
They are nervous, happy, 
selfish, stupid, kind, wise, 
self - sacrificing, affectionate, 
angry, gentle, sentimental, in¬ 
sufferable. and lovable.

That's what Ingmar Berg¬ 
man has to say about the iwo 
main characters of his latest 
domestic drama, Scenes 
From a Marriage. Their 
names A are Johan and 
Marianne, and they are all 
those things the author lists — 
in short, they are complex 
and three-dimensional human 
beings. 

In his preface to the pub¬ 
lished edition, however.

That’s the* trouble with

they’re dull as often as 
Ihey’re bright, banal as often 
as they’re fascinating. And 
that's ihe trouble with these 
Scenes frpm their marriage 
they’re as niany-hued and 
mwlti-mooded. as life itself, 
hut they lack the consistent 
charge of art that the Berg¬ 
man of old understood so 
well.

As star Liv Ullmann de¬ 
scribed it — grid she’s not 
always one to talk up her own 
projects “It was a fantastic 
success. Streets were empty. 
It has since been shown three 
times again . . . Marriage 
counselors had long lines of 
people waiting to talk with 
them. Married couples started 
to talk; some of them di¬ 
vorced . . . Newspapers were 
full of discussion against and 
for ...” Many other accounts 
back up Miss Ullmann’s im¬ 
pressions. Not surprisingly, 
Bergman soon went^to work 
on a movie-house edition for 
export. 9 

Swedish John and Mary 
begin the film being inter¬ 
viewed for a woman’s maga¬ 
zine that seeks their formula 
for wgdded bliss. Subsequent¬ 
ly. talking their .rubbish and 
occasional sensible things, 
they move from innocence 
really a blend* of ignorance 
and deception — to uneasy 
equilibrium, then full-fledged 
marital breakdown. 

By movie's end they have 
each found some smidgin of 
liberation and fulfillment that 
were undreamed of ,in their 
original “happy” state but 


they have to end their mar¬ 
riage first, meeting again as 
sort of post-marital lovers. 

This long and complicated 
route is paved with calamity, 
desperate groping and an odd 
teetering of relations. Domi- 
nance, submission, self- 
realization, dishonesty, and 
all sorts of attitudes switch 
sides continually until a non¬ 
ending: Johan Jeams his limi¬ 
tations, Marianne spreads her 
wings, but it’s not really that 
easy and Bergman can only 
end* the film, not the story it 
tells. . . . 

Miss Ullmann delivers a 
virtuosic performance as 
Marianne, filling the wide 
screen with radiant happi¬ 
ness, bitter disappointment, 
and a prism full of nuanced 
moods and feelings. It is a 
searingly brilliant perform¬ 
ance. 

Erland Josephson handles 
Johan with less obvious vir¬ 
tuosity but good touches of 
moody machismo and. later, 
deflated self-importance. 

Bibi Andersson, a long-time 
Bergman favorite, also pops 
up in a small role. 

Certainly Scenes is very 
much a TV movie, with its 
perpetual closeups and lack of 
cinematic nicety. Visually, in 
fact, it is an ordinary exer¬ 
cise. For all its verbal ^acro¬ 
batics and acting accomplish¬ 
ments, it remains a filmed 


theatre piece — not the kind 
of organic art Bergman used 
to give us regularly. 

Scenes therefore culminated 
a trend in Bergman’s work. 
During the past few years his 
films have become more and 
more introspective, focusing 
with increased intimacy on 
the basic human issues of life, 
love, and death. Many 
viewers have heralded a new 
sensitivity and dramatic ur¬ 
gency in such films as The 
Touch, The Bassion of Anna, 
and Cries and Whispers (A 
box office champ and Oscar 
winner). 

Others, however — myself 
included — have found these 
works emotionally 
overwrought and visually 
oppressive, preferring the 
days when The Silence, 
Winter Light, and'others pro¬ 
claimed their director a 
unique and uncompromising 
talent. 

Scenes avoids the pitfalls of 
rudeness and pretentiousness 
that have marred some later 
Bergman films. It won’t make 
you feel like you’ve just 
watched two clozen soap 
operas in quick successioVi. 
But one longs for Ingmar 
IBergman tJie moviemaker to 
surface.

Pollen said there was criti¬ 
cism of “19th-century uni¬ 
forms” and a lack of power 
steering on police cars. 
Sources outside the police 
force said the report men¬ 
tioned low morale and use of 
cars past 100,000 miles. 

Teskey emphasized: “It 
was meant as constructive 
criticism, hopefully to benefit 
the men. It was never my in¬ 
tention to in any way jeopard¬ 
ize the law student program 
or the name and integrity of 
the chief and the police com¬ 
mission.” 

Gregory started hiring law 
student* as summertime con¬ 
stable! after reading of a sim¬ 
ilar U.S. idea about five yearn 
ago. Saanich joined In A year 
later, Ottawa made It a na¬ 
tional »cheme in 1973 and pro¬ 
vincial government funds as¬ 
sisted the program in 1974.

In recommendations released Wednesday, the 
eight-member task force, set up in 1973, suggest¬ 
ed the Legislature pass a teaching profession act 
to establish a teacher certification board. 

The board would he composed of at least 


seven members with the majority nominated by 
the teachers' federation. 

-Aside from taking over teacher certification, 
thp board would establish standards and cri 
teria for accreditation of leacher-training pro¬ 
grams, and the federation would have authorit> 
to reprimand, suspend or cancel ihe membership * 
of, a teacher found incompetent.

President Ford vowed Thurs¬ 
day to defeat inflation and an¬ 
nounced that the government 
was freeing up to 5300 million 
in federal mortgage funds in 
a move to stimulate home 
buying in the United States. 

He stressed the economic 
themes in an address to the 
National Association of Real¬ 
tors in Las Vegas, Nev., the 
first stop on a busy schedule 
that also included appear¬ 
ances in Phoenix, Ariz. 

“Inflation will be cooled.” 
he told the real estate agents, 
admitting at the same time 
that the country is sliding into 
a recession. 

Ford received a standing 
ovation from the realtors 
when he announced he w as al¬ 
locating $300 million in feder¬ 
al funds for mortgages on 
existing homes. The money is 
part of $3 billion in housing 
aid recently made available 
hut restricted to mortgages on 
new homes. 

Later, the president flew to 
Phoenix for a question-and- 
answer session at a journal¬ 
ism convention. 

He paused for ceremonies 
at Luke Air Force Base to ac¬ 
cent the first F-15 fighter 
plwe and he repeated his op¬ 
timistic prediction on the 
economy. 

In his address to the real¬ 
tors in Las Vegas, Ford said 
the government needs more 
tax revenue, but proposed no 
specific ways to paise it. 

Ford had advised con¬ 
sumers in earlier speeches to 
help fight inflation. But, in an 
apparent change in emphasis, 
ha said in his Las tfegas 
speech:

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Money trouble hits Winnipeg gallery

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WINNIPEG <CPi —• Finan¬ 
cial difficulties have forced 
the Winnipeg Art Gallery, 
which moved into a new $4.5- 
.million building three years 
ago. to lay off staff and se¬ 
verely cut public viewing 
hours. 

The gallery, which ha* the 
largest: collection of Eskimo 
art in the country, face* a 
$450,000 deficit. With no new 
government grants in sight, it 
was _ forced to take drastic 
measures, a spokesman said. 

^Nine security guards and 10 
other staff members are 
being cut from the payroll. 
The gallery now is open iust 
95 hours a week, a reduction 
of 26 hour*. 

Most art galleries and art 
museums are open 50 to 60 
hours a week, Including some 
evenings when many working 
people might not. otherwise be 
able to visit them. The Win¬ 
nipeg gallery now closes daily 
at 5 p.m., and 1* not open 
Monday* or holidays. 

The gallery said the cuts 
are intended to save $180,000, 
or 16 per cent of its projected 


expenditure for the current 
fiscal year. 

In addition to thp staff cuts 
and reduced hours, Ihe gal¬ 
lery is postponing or can¬ 
celling several special exhib¬ 
its, including ones featuring 
the works of Toronto print- 
makers. x Rembrandt, *and a 
collection of Canadian war 
art. 

Services to the community', 
such as film showings, con¬ 


certs, art classes, tours, the¬ 
atrical productions and other 
activities, also are being re¬ 
duced. No new programs are 
being planned. 

In addition to its Eskimo 
art the Twomey collection 
the Winnipeg gallery has a 
notable collection of tapes¬ 
tries^ internationally-known 
classic paintings, and a prized 
collection of western Canadi- 
arf art. , 


Its new building, near the 
provincial legislature on Me¬ 
morial Blvd., was opened in 
1971 within its projected bud¬ 
get of $4.5 million. Rut operat¬ 
ing costs have exceeded what 
Ihe gallery hoped to earn or 
get from government grants. 

Government grants now are 
running $200,000 a year short 
of the* amount needed for a 
minimum operations to 
achieve a balanced program 


of activities, said Roger 
Selby, gallery director, 
f He also said that many gal¬ 
lery services which have hpeh, 
given free or at nominal cost 
to community organizations 
now will have to earn their 
keep. 

The gallery intends, howev¬ 
er; to proceed with a major 
special exhibit of high Victori¬ 
an- design, organized by the 
Victoria and Albert Museum 


in l/>ndon and circulated by 
the National Gallery of Cana¬ 
da. 

It will open Nov. 22 and will, 
be on jjiew - during Ihe gal¬ 
lery’s new reduced operating j 
hours for a month before 
moving to other parts of the I

Sheila Nelson, the Toronto 
card reader who flew to Cal¬ 
gary to take about 50 of the 
dogs back to Ontario, said 
"even the Mafia has more 
heart than Hip STOA in ^Iber¬ 
ia” when toid that the dogs 
had been killed 

"I think it is n disgraceful 
trick.” 

Wnndwdrd signed nvpr the 
dogs to the SPCA because he 
was moving from the home 
following an eviction order 
• Issued by the Alberta Su¬ 
preme Court 

The owners of the farm 
house wanted Woodward out 
because they said his estimat¬ 


ed 100 tiny mongrel dogs had 
ruined it. 

Mi's. Nelson said two re¬ 
porters from tiie Calgary 
1 lerald said they overheard 
an SPCA officer tell Wood¬ 
ward the dogs would he 
housed *in the Edmonton ani¬ 
mal shelter and that homes 
’ would be found for ttem. 

Bruce, who ordered me de¬ 
struction of the dogs when 
Wood ward signed the release, 
said the dogs became the 
property of the SPCA “and 
we were free to do with them 
what we wanted.”

Plumptre raps

MONTREAL (CP) — Beryl 
Plumptre Wednesday lold 
food industry executives they 
should educate consumers 
about food values and good 
buys rather than confusing 
and misleading them with 
“mindless junky slogans.” 

Mrs. Plumptre, chairman of 
the federal food prices review 
board, criticized advertising 
campaigns based on “fieep 
discount prices” and “the 
price is right” slogans. 

“Two years of rising food 1 " 
prices have shown that the 
price is anything but right,” 
she told the Montreal adver¬ 
tising and sales executive 
club, which included head- 
table representatives from 
food companies. 

The board itself ahd often 
l>een criticized for “telling it 
like it is” to consumers, she 
said, but advertisers too must 
take their responsibilities and 
inform customers. 

Commenting on the recent 
slaughter of calves hv Quebec 
farmers protesting low beef 
prices, Mrs. Plumptre said 
Canadians were under¬ 
standably upset to s^e meat 
wasted when the price of beef 
is still high. 

Unfortunately, nobody rea¬ 
lised the calves raised in Que¬ 


bec province were for Europe¬ 
an and New York markets, 
not Canadian, she said. “For 
the past two years the market 
has been good. Now it’s dried 
up and they can’t sell them."

Infant mortality rate, disease 
factors in growing militancy 


Canadian Prsss 

Increasing Indian militancy 
during the last few years cul¬ 
minated in a violen clash be¬ 
tween about 200 Indians and 
RCMP riot police on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill Sept. 30, during the 
opening of Parliament. 

The Indian* Involved were 
members of a caravan that 
travelled from Vancouver to 
Ottawa to confront the gov¬ 
ernment with a number of 
grlevence*. 

Figures published by Statis¬ 
tics Canada show' a high in¬ 
fant mortality rate, poor hous¬ 
ing, low education and disease 
among Indians. leaders of 
the native people say these 
are among the causes of the 
growing militancy. 

Although infant mortality is 
decreasing and the Indian 
population is growing, the 
rate of infant mortality 
among Indians in 1970 was 
twice the national average. 
And with an Increasing popu¬ 
lation, the problem of ade¬ 
quate housing for the Indians 
is increasing. 


In 1965, 19.7 per cent of 
families on Indian reserves 
needed new housing. In 1971 
the figure had risen to 25.4 


per cent. Similarly the 
number of houses on reserves 
needing major repairs rose to 
15 9 per rent in 1971 from 9.1

LONDON (Reuter) — The 
chances of children getting 
pneumonia or bronchitis irv 
the first year of life nearly 
double when both parents 
smoke, a group of scientists 
warn. 

Writing in the medical .jour¬ 
nal The Lancet, the scientists 
from St. Thomas’ Hospital 
and the l-ondon School of Hy¬ 
giene and Tropical Medicine 
— also suggest that if only 
one parent smokes. the 
chances of the child getting 
pneumonia or bronchitis are 
half as great again as for the 
child of non-smoking parents. 

Their findings follow a 
study of more than 2,000 chil¬ 
dren over five years. 

In their article, the scien¬ 
tists say a picture has 
emerged "of a serious risk to 
infants in the first year of life 
from exposure to their 
parents cigarette smoke." 

They warn that attacks of 
pneumonia and bronchitis in 
the first year of life can still 
result in death despite prompt 
treatment. And they quote ev¬ 
idence which suggests that 
even where children recover, 
there may w-ell he lasting 
damage.

Alastair Gillespie says. , 

But he said in reply to ques¬ 
tions by JArk Murta (PC 
Lisgar) at the spet-ial Com¬ 
mons egg inquiry, it is “too 
early to decide" whether such 
controls will be re-applied. 

The government partially 
blocked the import of U.S.- 
eggs between May and Sefw 
tember this year to shore up 
domestic prices to farmers. 

, Using Import and Export 
Permits Act legislation 
passed in May, the govern¬ 
ment allowed importers to 
bring in only limited quanti¬ 
ties of U S. eggs, thus keeping ' 


up the price to both farmers 
and consumers. 

Imports in May, for In¬ 
stance, dropped to 3.51 million 
eggs compared with 9.58 mil¬ 
lion imported in April. In July 
and August, imports dropped 
to 810,OIK) eggs a month. 

However, in the same 
month, the domestic price to 
farmers for Grade A large 
eggs was 59 cents a dozen. In 
the U.S., the price was 42 
cents a dozen. 

Former consumer affairsN^ 
minister Herb Gray said these 
figures confirmed food prices 
review hoard statements that 
the import controls pushed up 
the prices to consumers 
higher than they would have 


been had there been no con¬ 
trols. 

Gillespie said the decision 
to inqtose the controls was 
taken after consultation with 
a number of government de¬ 
partments and that he was 
not solely responsible for the 
decision. 

Conservative consumer crit¬ 
ic James McGrath asked 
whether all these departments 
were satisfied that import re¬ 
strictions on eggs were need¬ 
ed. The minister nodded yes. 

He added, however, that the 
government does not plan to 
impose controls on the import 
of eggs or any other food 
product in “an erratic, spas¬ 
modic" way. 


Rather, imports would have 
to have threatened a domestic 
farm industry lor more than a 
month before the government 
would consider putting on re¬ 
strictions. 

The inquiry is being held in 
an effort to determine why 28 
million eggs bought by CEMA 
during the summer as suiplus 
were left to rot in improper 
storage.

Lawrence Stevenson, pres¬ 
ident of the Canadian Medic 
Alert Foundation, said in 
Toronto earlier this week that 
the $2.98 bracelets encourage 
persons to diagnose their own 
medical problems. The 
danger is that wearers might 
have incorrectly diagnosed 
^hoir problems and could re¬ 
ceive emergency medical 
treatment dangerous lo their 
health. 

“Thousands of Canadians 
with serious 4nediral prob¬ 
lems are' trusting this inade¬ 
quate protection for emer¬ 
gency treatment," he said. 
Medic-Alert bracelets, 
Stevenson said the rmn- 
prpscription bracelets have 
heen-nn the market for about 
j two years.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
— Paqueta, a mere speck of 
an island in Rio’s wide blue 
harbor, has long been a favor¬ 
ite excursion spot of the 
Cariocas — as the citizens of 
Rio de Janeiro are called. 
And today even more visitors 
are flocking to it, attracted by 
the unspoiled atmosphere. 

Paqueta is like the Ber¬ 
muda of 25 years ago, before 
cart were introduced there. 
The island has no autos, no 
telephones, no trappings of 
modem civilisation. In fact, 
the only way you can get to 
Paqueta is by' motor boat or 
by taking the ferry from the 
Pharoux Docks in downtown 
Rio. 

The hour-and-a-half trip is a 
pleasant one. As you leave 
Rio, you can see the imposing 
highrises and skyscrapers 
that frame the city’s long 
white beaches. The ferry has 
a festive air; people bound for 
a day’s outing tote picnic bas¬ 
kets ; someone plays an accor¬ 
dion and many passengers 
sing along.- 

As the ferry enters the slip 
at Paqueta. you can see a 
fine beach fringed by waving 
palm trees. It looks like a 
travel poster.

Paqueta consists of two hills 
connected by an isthmus 
(where the ferry docks). It’s 
only a mile long, but that 
mile is a whole tropical gar¬ 
den surrounded by beaches. 
Take your pick of the hills and 
elimb it; it’s lovely up there, 
looking down at the people 
swimming and picnicking on 
the beach below\ 

In contrast with modem Rt6* 
de Janeiro with its crowds, 
skyscrapers, and bustling 
commercial life, Paqueta is a 
leisurely place where people 
never rush. The only vehicles 
are Old World carriages and 
bicycles. But the island is so 
small it is easy to walk over 
most of it in a few-hours’ 
time. 

One of the highlights of the 
island is the Morehhina Man¬ 
sion, where there’s a pleasant 
restaurant in a grove of trees 
and flowers. Another is the 
summer palace of one of Bra¬ 
zil’s last kings, Emperor Don 
Joao VI. 

But my most vivid memory 
of Paqueta is of watching the 
lengthening shadows after 
sunset, as I waited tp catch 
the ferry back to Rio, just 
across the bay. 

On soft moonlit summer 
evenings. Paqueta is a beauti¬ 
ful place to be.

Atkinson, said in Saskatoon 
that he was angered by the 
disclosure and has sent a let¬ 
ter to Allmand asking for an 
investigation.

VANCOUVER (CP)-Bri¬ 
tish Columbia Teachers’ Fed¬ 
eration president Jim Mac- 
Farlan said Thursday the fed¬ 
eration hopes local school 
boards will take advantage of 
the two-week legislative ex¬ 
tension to local bargaining 
time given by the provincial 
government. 

Under the Public Schools 
Act, teacher-trustee bargain¬ 
ing must be completed each 
year by Nov. 15 or go to auto¬ 
matic arbitration, and arbi¬ 
tration awards are due by 
Jan. 1. 

Because of this year’s con¬ 
troversy between the B.C. 
School Trustees’ Association, 
which favored province-wide 
bargaining, and the BCTF, 
which favored local bargain¬ 
ing, Education Minister Ei¬ 
leen Da illy last week in¬ 
troduced legislation extending 
negotiation and arbitration 
deadlines by two weeks, to 
Nov. 29 and Jan. 15. 

The interim legislation also 
atipulates that this year’* bar¬ 
gaining will be local. 

MacFarlan said that of six 
school boards which decided 
to bargain locally before the 
legislation, five have now 
achieved settlements ranging 
from 14.85 per cent In Van- 
derhoof to 16.8 per cent' in 
Merritt. 

Other district* that have 
settled are Burnaby, Rich¬ 
mond and Kamloops. 

MacFarlan said the sixth 
district. North Vancouver, is 
engaged in active bargaining.

Pollen asks cut 


ot income taxes . , >. 

J manufacturer s 


Major municipalities should 
have a share of the province’s 
income tax revenue. Victoria 
Mayor Peter Pollen said 
Thursday. 

In a news conference Pollen 
repeated - his charge made 
earlier in the week that the 
province w*as forcing munici¬ 
pal ties to undertake costs of 
more and more programs 
without increasing their 
sources of revenue. v 

Pollen cited the equal shar¬ 
ing of losses of the transit sys¬ 
tem and the equal financing 
of housing services as exam¬ 
ples of forced municipal fi¬ 
nancial involement in what he 


termed essentially provincial 
programs. 

He said the province’s per¬ 
centage of the income tax 
should be reduced to allow 
municipalties to have about 
three or four per cent to fi¬ 
nance the additional pro¬ 
grams. 

Pollen said continued use of 
property taxes to finance mu- 
nicipalites would lead to hard¬ 
ship, particularly for persons 
on fixed incomes. 

He said the provincial “so¬ 
cialists” were always lauding 
the social measures of Swe¬ 
den but never mention that 
Stockholm, the capital shares 
in that country’s income tax 
revenue.

M.V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes 


In yesterday’s column 1 was 
beating my big drum on be¬ 
half of fruit trees in the home 
garden, pointing out these are 
nothing like as difficult to 
manage as most folks seem to 
think. 

I realize, of course, that on 
a small city lot there may not 
he room enough even for 
dwarf fruit trees in the back¬ 
yard proper, and in this case 
my suggestion would be to 
plant ’em in the front lawn! 

In this way, you combine 
the ornamental value of a 
shapely tree and Ihe glorious 
feast of blossoms and fra¬ 
grance in the spring with a 
worthwhile crop of home¬ 
grown fruil. 

★ ★ ★ 

I should point out, however, 
that the lawn is not the ideal 
site for a fruit tree. 

The competition of the 
grass, for one thing, may af¬ 
fect the growth of the young 
tree, and it is surprising how* 
little of the summer rain 
showers will seep down 
through a thick mass of lawn 
grass to the tree roots below. 

Lack of moisture at the 
roots is a definite limiting fac¬ 
tor in the development of 
lawn fruit trees.

WASHINGTON — The noted colum¬ 
nist Jack Anderson reports Washington 
is considering solving the oil crisis by 
“giving Israel the green light to take 
over Kuwait’s oil fields.’’ 

“The secret assessment.” writes An¬ 
derson, “is that no combination of Arab 
armies could stop an Israeli march on 
Kuwait.” 

I couldn’t wait to tell my Israeli 
friend, Mordecai Shalom, the good , 
news. 

“What .a wonderful plan!” cried 
Mordecai. “Imagine our poor little .be¬ 
loved Israel becoming an oil-ricK nation C 
overnight. What color Cadillac do you 
think I Should buy? Oh, the generosity 
of our American friends never ceases to 
amaze me! * C 

“And just think," he said, “what it 
will mean to Isreal’s position in world 
affairs. Our dear friends, the French, 
will sell us Mirage jets. Our dear 
friends, the Japanese, will vote with us 
in the UN. And when our dear friend. 
Henry Kissinger, passes through the 
Middle East, he will land in Tel Aviv 
firsl. 


Mind you, this is a tempo¬ 
rary situation. Trees w-ill 
thrive in a lawn if you can 
only coast them safely, 
through their young and for¬ 
mative years. 

★ ★ ★ 

They must get enough food 
and : water for their first few 
years, but once they get their 
roots well down, the competi¬ 
tion of thp lawn grasses may 
even be an advantage, mak¬ 
ing for sweeter and better- 
colored fruit 

The simplest way around 
this problem is either to plant 
ihe trees in cultivated ground 
several ypars before the lawn 
is laid down, or, if planted in 
an established lawn, to main¬ 
tain a circle of bare earth at 
least six feet in diameter 
around the tree until it is well 
established and growing 
strongly — this will usually 
• mean a period of about three 
years. 

★ * * 

When the young fruit tree 
has demonstrated its ability 
to make plenty of strong 
branch growth through the 
summer, then and only then 
may the grass be allowed to 
grow right up around the 
trunk. 


Personally, I never go’ quite 
this far, even with strong¬ 
growing trees, as hand-clip¬ 
ping the long, straggling 
grass around the trunk can be 
a boring and time-consuming 
chore. 

I prefer to maintain a small 
square or circle around the 
trunk free from grass, so the 
mower can he manoeuvred 
arpund the edge to keep 
things neat and tidy without 
hand-clipping. 

★ ★ ★ 

Suppose your lawn is al¬ 
ready ..established and is of 
such dimensions that you 
can t afford a six-foot circle 
of bare ground in which to 
grow a fruit tree. 

It is still possible to enjoy 
the pleasures of home-grown 
fruit, but in this case the feed¬ 
ing and watering of your 
young tree in its early years 
will have to be done by un¬ 
derground injection. 

You can’t just scatter dry 
chemical fertilizer on the 
grass around your tree and 
water it in with the garden 
hose, for the quantity of nu¬ 
trients required to nourish the 
tree roots would he a serious 
overdose for the grass, so the- 
trick is to apply it at a level 
well below thp crass roofs. 


The Ross Root Feeder is a 
wonderful gadget for jobs like 
this. You just load the thing 
with a stick of soluble fertiliz¬ 
er, hitch it up to the garden 
hose, shove the spike deep 
into the ground at a spol 
where you figure the tree’s 
outermost root tips should he. 
and turn on the w-ater. 

This sdiould be done about 
once ajrionth during the firsl 
few 'sdmmers perhaps a hit 
oftener in a really hot, dry 
season. 

If you don’t have a root 
feeder, trees growing in turf 
can be fed in another way: 
Use a crowbar or some simi¬ 
lar implement to poke holes 
in the sod 18 inches deep and 
18 inches apart in a circle 
around your tree out under 
the tips of the branches. 

Use either a liquid fertilizer 
or one of the high-test soluble 
“instant” kinds dissolved in 
water, and pour the solution 
in the holes, again about once 
a month through the growing 
season. 

Some good fertilizers for 
♦his purpose are liquid fish, 
liquid seaweed, Blue Whale. 
Rapid-Gro. Hyponex, Liqui- 
Life. Instant Vigorn. Super- 
r to or RX-15.

Speaking of the need to cultivate 
one s mind tor old age. as I was yester¬ 
day, a new hook I have been reading. 
Play. Games and Sport, has an interest¬ 
ing slant from an unusual source. 

The book is a study of the literary 
works of Lewis Carroll from the view¬ 
point of homo ludens, or man as player 
The author refers In a lecture Carroll 
once delivered, entitled, “Feeding the 
Mind.” 

In this talk, which makes an analogy 
between feeding the body with food ancf 
the mind with ideas, Carroll interjected 
i he thought: 

“I wonder if there is such a thing in 
nature as a fat mind? 1 really think 1 
have met with one or two; minds which 
could not keep up with the slowest trol 
in conversation; could not jump over a 
logical feqce to save their lives; always 
got stuck fast in a narrow argument: 
and. in short, were fit for nothing but to 
waddle helplessly through the world.” 


From this quotation, the author 
infers, a well-fed mind would he one 
that could keep up, that would be “fit.” 

Now the curious fact is that while 
many, if not most, people are dissatis¬ 
fied with their bodies in one aspect or 
another (tons of millions ate on diets), 
hardly anyone is dissatisfied with his 
mind. 

We may regret that the gods have 
noi given us better features or clearer 
skin or straighter limbs, but scarcely 
anyone rues his intellectual deficiency, 
or even admits to it. 

Yet the irony in this is that w'hile we 
can generally do little about our physi¬ 
cal appearance beyond some cosmetic 
repair, we can do a great deal about 
our mental appearance with a fraction 
of the cost and effort w*e devote to the 
hillion-dollar industry of beautifucation. 

★ ★ ★ 

A diel for the mind is as essential as 
one for the mouth. Chewing mental bon¬ 


bons. or the equivalent of fast-food 
snacks, is as deleterious to the mind as 
a steady diet of sugar-plums would he 
to the body. 

If the teeth rot away, and the skin 
blotches, from sweet, frothy, unnutri- 
tious foods, ran you imagine what hap¬ 
pens to the mind w-hen fed a glutinous 
mass of intellectual junk day after day? 

The mind must, be fed balance of 
roughage and smoothage, of vitamins 
and proteins as well as carbohydrates 
and fats, if it is to remain shapely and 
supple. Ideas need to be chewed delib¬ 
erately and well-digested, not indis¬ 
criminately swallowed or taken only if 
“they taste good (that is. conform to our 
prior prejudices) at first bite.

If il 4s true that “you are w*hat you 
oat,” it is equally true that you. become 
what you think. Feeding the mind may 
he our most neglected area of public 
health, in its broadest social aspect.

Manpower problem 
in dental services 


Two Vancouver men left 
paralyzed after traffic ac¬ 
cidents involving uninsured 
drivers have nowhere to turn 
for compensation, Garde Gar- 
dom (L—Vancouver-Point 
Grey) said Thursday. 

Gardom again asked Attor¬ 
ney-General Alex Macdonald 
during Thursday’s question 
period In the legislature 
whether the Insurance Cor¬ 


poration of R.(\ would he tak¬ 
ing over claims against the 
now-defunct Traffic Victims 
Indemnity Fund. 

The fund was established by 
private insurance companies 
to handle claims arising from 
accidents involving uninsured 
drivers or from hit-and-run 


accidents. It went out of busi¬ 
ness last year when ICBC 
look over automobile insur¬ 
ance in B.C. 

Gardom said IORC should 
take over claims against the 
fund and, if it desires, then 
take action against the pri¬ 
vate insurance companies to 


recover the cost of those 
claims. 

Individuals shouldn't have 
to take action to receive com¬ 
pensation on their own, Gar¬ 
dom said, and the government 
has a “moral responsibility” 
to handle the 125 outstanding 
cases. 


‘‘It’* just a goddam dis¬ 
grace,” he said outside the 
house. 

In reply to Gardom’s ques¬ 
tion, Macdonald said he 
couldn’t “act like a judge” 
and make a commitment that 
ICBC will take responsibility 
for the outstanding cases. 
However, outside the house, 
he added the government may 
sue the private companies to 
clear the situation. 


Canadian Pres* 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke said Thursday he is 
sympathetic to the plight of 
Dr. Robert Orr, a dentist in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
who says he’ll do only emer¬ 
gency work on adults and caifi- 
rentrate on treating bmian 
children. 

Cocke said iie understands 


the frustration of a dentist 
working alone in such an area 
and this situation points out 
the need for better distribu¬ 
tion of medical and dental 
services. 

Cocke said his department 
hopes to have an announce¬ 
ment early next year on dev¬ 
elopment of a provincial den¬ 
tal scheme. But he says the 


hig problems facing such ■ 
scheme are manpower dis¬ 
tribution and lack of preven¬ 
tion. 

To solve the manpower 
problem, the health minister 
said alternatives are being 
considered, such as New Zea¬ 
land’s para-dental program. 
He ruled out a den tic a ra.pro¬ 
gram similar to medicare.

As thisi question becomes in¬ 
creasingly relevant t acute ob¬ 
servers in both House Hnd 
senate are putting Rockefeller 
chances of confirmation at no 
better than 50-50 today), there 
are those close to the pres¬ 
ident who make this asses- 


sement of where Ford might 
turn for an alternative: 

One top presidential aide 
who saw the President’s final 
list of vice-presidential "pos¬ 
sibles” shortly before he se¬ 
lected Mr. Rockefeller, says 
there were just three names 
on it: Donald Rumsfeld, now 
presidential co-ordinator: 
George Bush, now envoy to 
Peking, and Rockefeller. 

There was much specula¬ 
tion at the time on the make¬ 
up of this "final" listing, with 


George Bush and either Sena¬ 
tors Howard Baker or William 
Rrock being named as the 
other two besides Rockefeller, 
who remained in the running 
right up to the time the deci¬ 
sion was made. 

But it is known that Rums¬ 
feld was one of the three men 
Ford still was considering 
only a few hours before he 
made his call to Rockefeller. 

This disclosure of the Pres¬ 
ident’s earlier preference also 
bolsters a growing view in* 
this city that Rumsfeld now is 


thp "favorite" to succeed 
Rockefeller if the former New 
York governor does not make 
it. 

Said one Ford friend of this 
possibility: "I still hope that 
Rocky makes it. But if he 
doesn’t, you just have to know 
that Jerry feelis closer tr> 
Rummy (Rumsfeld) than 
almost anyone else in govern¬ 
ment. 

"Further, Rumsfeld would 
give the President some youth 
on the tickpl in J976. And 
Jerry knows how' important 


the youth vote will be next 
time. Sure, tRumsfeld j* also 
from the Midwest - hut the 
president would be willing to 
give up geographical balance 
if he could get a young man 
to run with him." 

Rumsfeld also would face 
little difficulty in getting con¬ 
firmation. As a congressman 
and later as a key figure in 
the Njxon administration, 
Rumsfeld "kept his friends on 
both sides of the aisles on the 
Hill. 


On the other hand, Rush, 
who would seem to be the top 
competitor for the No. 2 spot 
(should it open up), played 
such a partisan role as repub¬ 
lican national chairman that 
he cooled off a number of 
Democrats in Congress. 

Finally, in support of the 
thesis that Rumsfeld is first 
in line should Rockefeller 
falter, it is known that Ford 
has long felt, that Rumsfeld 
would nfaUe a fine vire- 
president. 


In 1971, ford was one of a 
few Republican members of 
Congress who were quietly 
working behind the scenes to 
dump Spiro Agnew. The effort 
didn’t get very far. President 
Nixon stopped the move even 
before it got under way by 
making it dear that Agnew' 
would again be on the ticket. 
Rut at that time Ford confid¬ 
ed that his two top choices for 
vice-president were Nelson 
Rockefeller and Donald Rums¬ 
feld.

OTTAWA for an embar¬ 
rassed Health Minister Marc 
Lalonde, the Commons con¬ 
troversy over his "freebee" to 
Israel aboard a Distillers Cor- 
poration-Seaurams Ltd. jet 
could just be beginning. 

A committee of the House 
will be free to dig inlo it, 
promise both Prime Minister 
Trudeau and government 
Commons leader Mitchell 
Sharp. 

And ' both Conservative 
MPs, .Inc Clark of Alberta’s 
Rocky Mountain and Sinclair 
Stevens of Ontario’s York* 
Simcoe. are pulling all pofjsi- 
hle party and parliamentary 
strings to make that commit¬ 
tee. 

Together they ha\e been 
cross-examining Lalonde 
about that trip most of the 
week, and Thursday extracted 
from the obviously-reluctant 
government the undertaking 
that the issue would not he 
allow-ed to die. 

They drew' from him, too, 
the admission — contrary to 
the impression he previously 
had lert withjhe House - 
that he \vas present with 
Charles Bronfman of Distill¬ 
ers and the Israeli ambas¬ 
sador when the trip was laid 
on. 

Under nuestfrming before, 
Lalonde had insisted the ini¬ 
tiative for the transport 
aboard the Distillers jet had 
been exclusively that of the 
Israeli embassy. 

He was making an official 
trip on the invitation of the 
Israeli government, he said. 

He could have flown by El 
Al, the Israeli airline, by 
other commercial airlines or 
even by "Air Richardson." 
the military wing of the Cana 
diao government’s fleet of 
iet«. 

His choice of Distillers as 
his host already had brought 
him a rebuke in Parliament 
from the prime minister, who 
i onceded it was "wise" for a 
cabinet minister "to inform 
himself in advance as to his 
means of transportation ” 

But that satisfied neither 
Hark nor Stevens and they 
were bacR at Lalonde again 
Thursday: 

Then out it came the 
minister’s admission, taking 
all hut the two Conservatives 
’hy surprise, that he had been 
&in on the arrangements. 

In fact, in discussion with 
Charles Bronfman and the 
Israeli ambassador, he had 
said that if if were "conve¬ 
nient.” it would he agreeable 
to him if the embassy made 
the arrangements. 

Clark was elated by the out¬ 
come of this continued grilling 
and apparent cracking 
° of lalonde on his initial ver¬ 
sion. 

•‘Imagine." he smiled with 
satisfaction when the day’s 
questioning had concluded, 
"Marc Lalonde is supposed to 
he one of the government’s 
’super-ministers,’ and now his 
prime minister agrees he 
must answer to a Commons 
rommitlee on the matter. 

’This is thp thiijd time 
Mare Lalonde has blown It. 
Three mistakes . . the one on 
the milk issue ... the second 
on the hamburger controversy 
and now this on the free¬ 
bee ’ ’ ■ 

Laloncfc’s tnisme on the 
milk question, recalled Clark, 
rame whep the minister. try¬ 
ing to explain or- alibi the 
soaring chsi of fluid milk, ad- 
\ ised consumers to use the 
powdered stuff. 

Fending off the attacks, the 
prime minister, in agreeing to 
have the matter pursued in a 
Commons committee, remind¬ 
ed the House thp government 
had been busy drawing up 
guidelines for all parliamen¬ 
tarians. 

Catch is that no committee 
has yet been apjiointed. hut 
government House leadei 
Sharp ended the’day wilh the 
promise there would he litlle 
delav now .

R.C.’s licensed ferry of¬ 
ficers are preparing to serve 
72-hour strike notice on the 
provincial government later 
today, but are keen to meet 
'with government negotiators 
“anytime, anywhere.” 

Chief negotiator for the 650 
officers, Peter Marshall, said 
Thursday that 93 per cent of 
them had voted in favor of 
strike action. 

However he noted there 
would definitely not he a 
strike before Tuesday. 


Marshall also said the of¬ 
ficers were ready to negotiate 
the provision of emergency 
services during a strike. 

The officers would not set 
up picket lines, he said, as 
they had ”no beef” with the 
other ferry workers. 

The officers and the govern¬ 
ment remain far apart on sev¬ 
eral key issues including pay, 
overtime work and work on 
statutory holidays, in the dis¬ 
pute over their first contract. 

Talks broke off between the 


ferry officers and the govern¬ 
ment's Public Service Com¬ 
mission more than two weeks 
ago. No meetings between the 
two parties haVe been held 
since. 

Results of the strike vote 
were released Thursday fol¬ 
lowing a meeting of the ferry 
officers’ executive in Sidney. 

Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan said he would have 
to give the matter some con¬ 
sideration and talk it over 
with the B.C. Ferries manage¬ 


ment. "That's all I can do re¬ 
ally.” 

Asked if he had any contin¬ 
gency plans for operating the 
ferries without the officers, 
Strachan said it is impossible 
to keep the ferries going with¬ 
out them. 

The officers form one of 13 
components of the 27.000- 
member B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union. 

The last strike of B.C. Fer¬ 
ries' employees, in August 
1973. involved 2.000 unlicensed 
ferry workers.

OTTAWA (CP) Senator 
Keith Davey, chairman of a 
1970 study on the mass media 
and a key figure in the Liber¬ 
al party’s July election victo¬ 
ry. says the government 
should consider breaking up 
the country’s big newspaper 
"chains." 

It’s too late to establish a 
press ownership review board 
because newsp^iier chains 
have grown Substantially 
since the recommendation for 
such a board four years ago 
by the Senate committee on 
the mass media. Davey said 
in an interview Thursday. 

The only alternative is ac¬ 
tion to break up the chains 
before they engulf almost the 
entire newspapey industry, he 
said. 

When the media study, 
which became known as the 
"Davey report," was issued 
in December, 1970, chains 
controlled 60 per cent of Can-

Norway said it will in¬ 
troduce legislation to change 
the eating patterns of Nor¬ 
wegians through better nutri¬ 
tion education and use of sub¬ 
sidies to make some foods 
c heaper and therefore more 
attractive to consumers. 

Prof. Kaare Norum. a nutri¬ 
tionist from the University of 
Olso. said the heavy fat diet 
in Norway’s affluent society 
contributes to intestinal dis¬ 
orders. dental problems, iron 
deficiency anemia and is an 
important factor in the 
country’s high rate of heart 
disease. 

Specifically, Norum said 
Norwegians should reduce 
consumption of margarine 
and animal products to about 
30 from 40 per cent of daily 
caloric inlake, and c-ul down 
oh sugar and total caloric in¬ 
take. 

The Norwegian delegation 
is flushing a conference reso¬ 
lution stating that overcon¬ 
sumption impairs the health 
of the affluent and noting that 
large amounts of food re¬ 
sources a ill being used to feed 
animals. 

With two days left of the 
conference, delegates were 
still debating such major pro 
jHisals as a world food coun- 
• oil, food information system, 
agriculture investment fund 
and measures to ease trade 
restriction to favor underde¬ 
veloped countries.

Lillie League baseball, always a favorite target but not 
always as vulnerable as ready-to-pounce critics seem to feel, 
is getting expected lumps over its decision to limit its so- 
called world series to teams from the United States. It has 
been charged that the U.S., winner only once in the last eighi 
years, has been prompted by that record to take its ball and 
go home. But there is far more to it than that, and the reac¬ 
tion to the decision should be more applauded than criticized. 

There should never have been a Little league world com¬ 
petition in the first place. It is far too pretentious a thing for 
12-year-old boys, and it is in this area that the most-valid Lit¬ 
tle League criticism can be offered. 

That the world series was a mistake has l>een proven by 
the action of banning all but the U.S. teams. It did indeed 
become too big, and while there are doubtless those who 
wanted the change because of the dominance of teams from 
the Orient, the over-riding reason for the action of directors 
voting 13-1 fqr the change was that things had gotten out of 
hand. It was either makethe change or give up the basic con¬ 
cept of Little League baseball. 

It could well be true that no change would have been 
made if other countries had not become dominant, but then 
thpre probably wouldn’t have been any of the abuses which 
forced the change. It’s not that Far Last teams — Japan in 
1967 and 1968, and Taiwan in 1969, 1971, 1972, 1973 and 1974 
have won seven of the last eight world series. It's that chang¬ 
ing world conditions, and thinking, have brought Little 
League baseball into international politics. It.’* something to 
be deplored at any level of sports competition, and it's 
thoroughly unacceptable when it involves pre-teen boys. 

While Little league baseball, fully aware of the touchy 
international scene, was careful to say that no dishonest in¬ 
tent was apparent, it was not at all difficult to find the reason 
in the official statement "The directors believe that 
because of its phenomenal growth throughout the world, vari¬ 
ations of the Little league format have crept in. creating 
imbalance at the tournament level and creating nationalistic 
Olympic-Style ambitions.” 

Translated, that means there is the belief that in some 
countries the winning of the Little League World <eries 
became a national goal and was promoted and subsidized hy 
governments in search of international status. / 

No names were mentioned, but it has to be obvious that 
teams as superior as those which have been representing Tai¬ 
wan in recent years don’t just happen. The 1973 winner 
produced three no-hitters, one of them a perfect game, in 
outscoring its opponents by 57-0. and it wasn’t a sign that the 
gap was closing when this year's team from Taiwan got only 
one no-hitter and had only a 39-1 run-scoring margin in the 
three games needed to win. 

And there is more to the superiority than shown in the 
statistics. Taiwan’s champion-s played with a poise and pro¬ 
fessionalism which could onjy come from lengthy and assidu¬ 
ous prenaration. They are. literally. heroes in their home¬ 
land. anil one doesn’t have to he an old fogey to believe there 
is something wrong when 12-year-olds command the kind of 
national status Brazilians give to Pele. or Canadians give to 
Bobby Oit. 

Taiwan is not the only country which has been actively 
seeking international Little league status. The same thing 
has been hapi>ening in Japan and South Korea, and. as 
results in Williamsport have so conclusively shown, the Little 
League world series has since 1967 really been decided in the 
Far Fast playoff. It is unthinkable that the U.S., or Canada, 
should go the same way in an effort to meet the competition, 
and it doesn’t make any sense to cany on and let a youth 
sports program lie used for international exposure, (’ailing 
it off was the right move.

The president of the B.C. School Trustees As¬ 
sociation said Thursday recommendations by the 
B.C. teachers’ federation task force which would 
give teachers control over school policy are in¬ 
sulting to the democratic process in education. 

“What they are asking is that’the power he 
taken oul of the hands of the public and the elec¬ 


toral process, and placed in the hands of the 
teachers and B.C. Teachers’ Federation bureau¬ 
crats,” Eileen Madson said in Vancouver. 

In recommendations released Wednesday, the 
eight-member lask force, set up in 1973, suggest- 
^ ed the Legislature pass a teaching profession ad 
to establish a teacher certification board. 

The board would be com|>osed of at least 


seven members with ihe majoHty nominated by 
the teachers' federation. 

Aside from taking over teacher certification, 
the board would establish standards and cri¬ 
teria for accreditation of teacher-training pro¬ 
grams, and the federation would have authority 
to reprimand, suspend or cancel the membership 
of a teacher found'incompetent.

Williams said that didn’t re¬ 
ally matter as much in the 
past as it does now because 
the pulp mill industry was 
healthy "But the sawmill in¬ 
dustry is in difficiift-*traits.” 
he said. "The fact that they 
haven’i been receiving as 
good a price as they should 
receive has meant that some 
have been forced to ciose and 
others are near that stage.” 

The minister said he felt the 
establishment of a floor price 
through the new hoard was 
the best means of assuring 
the survival of independent 
sawmill operators, particu¬ 
larly in the interior. 

If the new legislation is ap¬ 
proved the new board will 
also have the right to enter 
Into the log market on the 
lower coast in order to ensure 
a freer trade of forest prod¬ 
ucts on the coast. 

The maximum number to 
sit on the new board will be 
six. Williams said. 

He added that he expected 
a floor price to be established 
by the board in a matter of 
weeks but said the industry 
"if they are prepared to move 
quickly, might well meet the 
floor price the board might 
recommend, even before the 
board is established.”

Arabs want to invest 
in Canadian housing 


OTTAWA iCP> The feder¬ 
al government has received 
tentative offers of Arab oil 
money for housing and is ac ¬ 
tively interested. Urban Af¬ 
fairs Minister Barnett Danson 
said Thursday. 

Danson said in an interview 
that he has had offers of 
money in telephone conversa¬ 
tions hut ”w-hen you try 1o put 
your finger on some specific- 
offer. nothing happens."

The urban affairs minister 
said the government is only 
interested in money for resi¬ 
dential mortgages.

ROME - Fating too much 
food may kill a person as well 
as force a poorer one some¬ 
where in the world to starve. 
Norwegian delegates told the 
W o r 1 d Food Conference 
Thursday. 

Norway said it will in¬ 
troduce legislation to change 
Ihe eating patterns of Nor¬ 
wegians through better nutri¬ 
tion education and frse of sub¬ 
sidies to make some foods 
cheaper and therefore morp 
attractive to consumers. 

Prof. Kaare Nonim, a nutri¬ 
tionist from the University of 
Olso, said Ihe heavy fat diet 
in Norway’s affluent society 
contributes to intestinal dis- 
c rders, dental problems, iron 
deficiency anemia and is an 
important factor in the 
country’s high rate of heart, 
disease. 

Specifically. Norum said 
Norwegians should reduce 
consumption of margarine 
anfL animal products to about 
3ti Trom 40 j*er cent of daily 
c aloric intake, and cut down 
on sugar and total caloric in¬ 
take. 

The Nonvegian delegation 
is pushing a conference reso¬ 
lution stating that overeqn- 
sumption impairs the health 
of the affluent and noting lhat 
large amounts of food re¬ 
sources are being used to feed 
animal* 

With two days left of the 
conference, delegates were 
still debating such major pro¬ 
posals as a world food coun¬ 
cil. food information system, 
agriculture investment fund 
and measures to ease trade 
restriction to favor underde¬ 
veloped countries.

Victoria city council Thursday 
passed a bylaw rezoning the new provincial 
government building site ai Blanshard and 
Cormorant. 

Under the new' zoning, no off-street park¬ 
ing will be required for the $7 million office 
building on the B.C. Hydro building's former 
parking lot. ^ 

However, project architect Boh Siddall 
said about 56 off-street parking spaces would 
be provided within the complex. There will 
be 1,300. employees in the government build¬ 
ing. while there are 500 employees now at the 
B.C. Hydro building. 

Aid Michael Young said council had to 
take on faith a promise that the province 
would provide peripheral parking, improved 


transit service, and its own arrangement for 
getting employees to and from the building 

At. a public hearing before the council 
meeting, aldermen heard predictions from 
neighbors, including businesses and a 
church, that commercial and social hard¬ 
ships would come with lack of parking at the 
new building. 

Already construction workers excavatinf 
the site were taking up scarce parking spots 
in the neighborhood, the aldermen were told 
by one businessman. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said lack of an envi¬ 
ronmental impact study was “insensitive 
from a government w'ho feels developers are 
ihe ogres of the Western world.” 

Aid. Alf Hood said the city should ensure 
that construction crews do not take up the 
street parking while the building is htfng 
constructed. 


Total estimated expenditure 
is $42,122,505. compared with 
the previous year’s estimate 
of $34,659,372.
